| Good News From America 

While reaction wins temporarily at home, it 
is splendid to be able to record that, out of the 
seven States of America in which Woman 
Suffrage was submitted to the electors at the 
recent State Elections, two have enfranchised 
their women—Montana and Nevada; while 
three more, Nebraska and North and Seuth 
Daketa, are still undecided;, and only two, 
Ohio and Missouri, have, we-conclude, cast their 


votes adversely to the women. Even if the three |.

tories in Montana and Nevada mean that ‘the. 


eleven westernmost States are now solid for 
equal suffrage, the other nine being Washington, 
California, Idaho, Wyoming, Utah, 
Colorado, Arizona, and, Kansas. _Tn Illinois, the 
one regenerate eastern State, ‘women en joy a 
mutrage very nearly equal to that of ‘the men.

votes. The Democratic Party is the one respon- 
sible for the blocking in Congress of the Woman 
Suffrage amendment to the Constitution,

Our Anti-Suffrage Government have under- 


| rated the honour of their countrymen. They 


thought that British men shared their contempt 
for women, their hatred of women’s freedom 
and women’s economic independence, and they 
are finding to their cost that this is not true. 
Even the 7'imes admits in a leading article that 
“we have had more than enough of Ministerial 
hesitation and confusion of mind” on the sub- 
ject of separation allowances for soldiers’ wives 
and pensions for their widows, and considers this 
muddle to be one of the first reasons for the 
falling off of recruits. Thanks to the vigorous 
Suffrage movement of recent years, men will no 
longer offer their lives to their country unless 
they are assured that their country will in return 
respect and support their wives and families. | 
The Latest Insult 

And what have the Government done to give 
them this assurance? Their latest method of 
rendering the soldier’s career an attractive one 
to the civilian is to issue from the War Office, 
under a covering letter from the Home Office, an 
astounding document, a copy of which is in 
our possession, which virtually places all soldiers’ 
wives, and relatives receiving separation allow- 
ances, under the surveillance of the police, who 
have the power to report to headquarters that 
any of the recipients are “ unworthy to receive

Mothers and Wives for Half-a-Crowna 

There is, as the Daily Chroniele aptly puts it, 
a truly masculine flavour” about the new 
Government scale of payments to the wives and 
relatives of killed or disabled soldiers, which, it 
adds, “advocates of women’s suffrage will be 
justified in regarding for the future es a 
classical argument for their case.” The scale 
has been raised considerably for women with 
children—a widow with three children, for in- 
stance, will now get 17s. 6d. a week——but.a child- 
less widow gets only 7s. 6d. The new scheme, in 
fact, works out at half-a-crown a week for the 
mother or wife; for the disabled ‘man gets only 
half-a-crown more if he has a wifé, while three 


Jess than if they had a mother. Will some 
Cabinet Minister tell us how a woman can live 
on ‘half-a-crown, or even seven-and.sixpence, a 
week ? These Anti-Suffrage gentlemen are surely 
not suggesting that -she should go out of her 
home to work? Yet they leave her no alter-

‘Briving Women. to Drink 

Under the circumstances, no fairminded per- 
son can ‘wonder that some soldiers’ wives have’ 
been driven to drink. We said last week: what, 
we thought of the imitation temperance reform!

Taliltisnsin while drunkenness among men is 
allowed to continue unchecked. And now we 
have that arch-“ Anti,” Mr, McKenna,’ telling 


‘a deputation of women from whom Suffragists - 


were rigorously excluded, that while he could 
not hold out any hope that the Government 
would close the public-houses altogether till 
noon, he asked them to consider whether ad- 
vantage might not be taken of such powers as 
they might get by agreement, to close public- 
houses, at any rate to women. Agreement with 
whom, since women in this country have no 
power ? 
Come and Protest! 

Was there ever such a clear statement of the 
meaning of women’s votelessness! Because they 
are politically powerless they are to be made the 


scapegoats for the increase of drunkenness all — 


over the country. Because the Government 
have failed to enfranchise the more temperate 
sex they have not the support that would give 
them the power to close the publichouses to 
men. Those who, like us, are sick of all this 
canting humbug about women and drink, and 
of this bullying of soldiers’ wives, should make 
a point of coming to the protest meeting 
organised by the United Suffragists and the 
East London Federation of the Suffragettes, in 
the Caxton Hall next Monday evening. 
Sweating and the Government 

Honour is due to Mr. H. D. Roberts, chairman 
of the Liverpool Anti-Sweating League, for an 
outspoken communication in the Manchester 
Guardian, in which he gives actual instances of 
the sweating of women by Government sub-con- 
tractors, including cases of women working at 


khaki garment making for twelve hours a day, 
and a half-day on Saturday, at the rate of five 


| shillings and sixpence or six shillings a week. 


He comments :— 


No one can wonder that revolt is in the heart of 

the woman worker, though she feels helpless, only 
just léarning to organise, and having no vote. 
(The italics are ours.) We agree with Councillor 
O’Grady, who, speaking on sweating in Bethnal 
Green Borough Council last week, said: “ While 
our men are fighting our battles we must guard 
the matters which want watching at home.” But 
women can guard them only insufficiently with- 
out the help of the vote. 


Relief for English Wives of Aliens 
We have nothmg but admiration for the 
Lord Mayor of Manchester, Councillor Thewlis, 
and other members of the Manchester Com- 


mittee of the National Relief Fund, who recom-. 


mended at a recent meeting that the English 
wives of arrested aliens—of whom there were 
known to be 160 in Manchester alone—should 
be entitled to relief as if they were still tech- 
nically British subjects. We hope that other 
relief committes wili follow this lead from the 
north and drop the niggardly policy of referring 
these British-born women to foreign societies 
already overburdened with cases of real 
foreigners in distress.

THE KING'S SPEECH 


We do not know, at the time of going to press, 
what the King’s speech contains. We have 
known for weeks past—every thoughtful and 
patriotic person has known for weeks past— 
what it ought to contain. It ought to contain 
the redress of crying grievances, the repudiation 
of niggling and unpatriotic measures, the assur- 
ance that the splendid spirit of self-sacrifice and 
unanimity which prevails in the nation shall be 
made the best and not the worst of. Let there 


tarism and Prussianism, the war against bad 
mcrals and bad faith, the war against warriors 
who vent their evil passions upon women and 
children is not being fought out only in Flanders 
and France. It is an agelong and a world-wide 
war. Its battle-ground is in every place of the 
earth: its battleground is the human heart. 
There are no non-combatants; there are.no neu- 
trals. We passionately hope, for the sake of 
our national safety and our national honour, 
that the Government will range itself 
immediately, on the right side. 

At a time of unexampled strain upon every 
| Government department, we have no wish to 
increase the task of any legislator or adminis- 


trator by the idle repetition of complaint. But 


it is a mere duty to recapitulate such grounds 
of complaint as seem serious, to ask the Govern- 
ment point-blank whether it approves the exist- 
ing state of things, and to insist that where 
things are. wrong they shall be altered. The 
Committee which controls the administration of 
the Prince of Wales’s Fund has fixed a maxi- 
mum. of twenty shillings a week for the relief of 
families in distress owing-to the war. Do Cabi- 
net Ministers drawing £5,000 a year think that 
right? The allowance which the widow of a 
soldier or sailor who has given his life for his 
country is entitled to draw, has at last been 


| increased, and the new scale is better than the 


old one, where widows with children are in 
question. But for childless widows the pension

we should seem to exaggeraté, we quote from the 
copy we have in our possession these actual 
words of the covering letter which the Home 
Office provides to the Memorandum:— 


I am directed by the Secretary of State to say 
that the Army Council desire to have the assist- 
ance of the poice in the measures which are being 
taken to provide for the withholding of separation 
allowances payable to wives or dependents of sol- 


diers in the event of serious misconduct on the 


part of the recipient. 
We quote further from the Daily Neus :— 


‘‘ The unworthy,”’ it is explained in paragraph I. 
of the memorandum, are women “ guilty of serious 
misconduct, e.g., cases of immorality definitely 
established, conviction of criminal charges, or gross 
neglect of ‘children. ”” Excessive drinking, it may 
be observed; is not mentioned as an example of 
“¢ unworthiness,”’ though it is, indeed, referred to 
in Sir Edward Troup’ S covering letter. 

The rest. of the memorandum is devoted to de- 
ee the proper procedure in cases in which the 
complaint of unworthiness emanates from (a) the 
eelitiar | (b) his officer commanding ; (c) a local com- 
mittee; (d) other sources. In every case the one 
essential feature is investigation by the police. If 
a local committee reports, the report will be re- 
ferred to the poiice. If a complaint comes down 


from a commanding officer the local committee will — 


be informed, but it is the po.ice who must investi- 


If ‘“ other sources ’ complain the local com- 
mittee will be asked to investigate, but they neUss 
send up a police report with their findings. 


It is all very well for the “ Liberal” papers 
to protest now. They only too deeply share the 
iniquity they denounce.

for women’s simple rights of citizenship instead . 
of truckling with a base subservience to the in-

‘y think that of all the cries’ ‘that we have 
heard lately that one of ‘ Business as Usual” 
ihas been the most useful as well as; I might say, 
‘tthe most English that we have heard. “‘ Busi- 
mess as Usual”! When you come to think of it. 
there was nothing more calculated to hearten 
our friends and to discourage our foes when war 
droke out. than that business should go on as 
usual in this country, that even the Suffragists 
Should go on as usual! I do not think many of 


us did what one woman told me she had done. 


In the same breath she said to me that she had 
_ xeduced her kitchen staff from three to two, and 
then what a handsome sum she had sent to the 
_ Prince of Wales’s Fund! I think most of us 
endeavoured to go on very much as usual, and 
that most Suffragists realised that their own 
organisers arid people should not help to swell 
the ranks of the unémployed. 
The Frenchwomen's Courage | 

I took a paper up the other day, and I noticed 
that the writer said one of the reasons why the 
‘Germans were unable to demoralise the French 
forces, as they had hoped, and terrorise thé 
French peopie—it was an anti-suffrage paper— 
was owing to the behaviour of the French 
women. It went on to say that the -peculiarly 
male virtue shown—I am always interested to 
_know what is a peculiarly male virtue—was no 
less a virtue than patience. (Of course, in times 
Of peace we women are always told to practise 
that; in times of war men annex it.) But the 
‘women's virtue was courage, and that is really 
‘what prevented the Germans from terrorising 
the French people. When the French soldiérs 
felt discouraged, they saw Frenchwomen going 
about their daily business as usual, sometimes 
_. living in towns that were taken and re-taken 
again and again; yet they went out, walking 
_ amongst dead horses, even amongst dead men, 
always ‘cheery and hopeful, doing what they 


could and attending to their own business, help-| 


ing all whom they came across and absolutely 
unperturbed. I believe that that account is not 
an exaggerated one; for my own son told me 
nothing impressed him more during his time in 
France than the behaviour of the French women, 
who seemed to think that war was merely some- 
thing unfortunate, like snow or hail. They did 
all they could for the English; they even got 
. killed themselves. There was no roll of honour 
for them; yet they did not seem fo mind shells 
falling around them. The first Person they put 
in the cellar was always “le patron,” not be- 
_-cause he was the most frightened, but because 
he would get in the way; and then they attended 
to their business as usual. 


“Votes for Women" a Lighthouse 

Now let us see how we, too, can go on with 
~“ Business as Usual,” in order to inspire.our own 
“people on the Continent, and also discourage the 
foe in our midst. Our business is like that of 
:some people in a lighthouse, whose duty it is to 
keep the light burning steadily before the eyes 
of many who are thinking and wondering where 
“they will get to next. Let us recall how many 
-people. have lost their health and all the. happi- 
-ness that they may have expected 1 in this life.in 
order to light,that beacon, in order to keep that 

‘lamp trimmed. It. would be treason, surely, to 
slet it 5° out, when we remember how many: have

practically given their lives for that tight it i is 
our duty to keep it burning, no matter what 
happens. Do not let the smoke of battle obscure 
it. Let us remember that not only dces it light 
up dangers, but that it is a light that we shall 
need when this ghastly business is over—a light 
to show the way to many, perhaps, towards some 
land where construction shall count for more 
than destruction, and where spiritual force shall 
undoubtedly rank higher than physical force, 
and where moral courage shall be revered even 
more than physical courage. We shall need that 
light amongst many others, and we want some 
very single-hearted, very courageous pecple now 
to realise how badly that light is wanted. 
Ideas Greater than Matter 

Of course, I know that it is much easier to 
pay money for something tangible, for some- 
thing that we can see—so many puddings to give 
to so many soldiers, so many socks and shirts. I 
do not say these things are useless, but I do say 
that ideas are greater, because ideas help to 
mould the conditions under which we live. And, 
after all, we English should be the very first to 
realise the power of ideas, considering that we 
are supposed to be fighting for that very reason. 
We are supposed to be fighting against machi- 
nery, against -big guns and physical force, and 
this military canting and swanking which we 
abominate. We are supposed to be fighting for 
the rights of minorities, and for justice and 
freedom, and, in fact, for. our ideal of what 
civilisation should be. Therefore we ought to 
be ready to pay for these other ideas and ideals. 
However much the men at the front may like 
cigarettes and Christmas puddings, they would 
much rather know that strong-minded women at 
home were keeping their eyes on the interests 
of their loved ones, and never losing sight of

That is true; I know too 
well how true it is; and there will be thousands 
such ; but how about their mothers?) Have these 
women never. needed quiet to recover from ex- 
cessive strain? They have, and they have never 
had it, and they have gone on having children, 
and thcse children would better be able to 
stand the strain of war to-day if their pre-natal 
conditions had been better. Ours is a never- 
ending fight. We ought to have fought this 
point. out ‘years’ ago; we ought to have been 
firmer abut it than we were. We shall be in 
future ;- butvin ordet to do these things effec- 
tively we must haye the means to communicate, 
not only with each other, but with the outside 
world. The other Press deals with other things 
which are undoubtedly of great value to all of 
us; but-we want one paper that shall point out 
all these terrible things that are now going on. 
These poor «mothers that are left—sometimes 
they have given two or three sons for their coun-. 
try, and they have got to prove that their sons 
kept them in order to get 5s. a week. How can 
they prove it? If it were not for neighbours 
sometimes, I do not know what these women 
would do.
